akes a lot of scheming, a lot of thinking. Then there's this WWF vs, WWF issue: our 
beloved World Wrestling Federation taking on that dastardly World Wildlife Fund, Somehow | 
would think that the other WWF would have better things to do with the contributions my 
wife sends each year than to pay lawyers to force the good WWF to rename its Web site. But 
such is life in the animal kingdom. So poor Shane, who heads WWFE's new media depart- 
ment, will have to come up with a big-time backup plan if the lawyers can't turn things 
around on appeal, Either way, the costs will mount—and so will the headaches, 

Through it all, those close to Shane will tell you that Vince's only son maintains an even 
temperament and a positive outlook, “| don’t know what's going on inside him,” | was told, 
“but on the outside, this man is about as cool as they come. He might very well be feeling 
the pressure, but he'll never let on." 

My source paused for a moment and decided it would be more accurate to take back the 
last part of his quote. “Truth is, he does let on,” he said. “When Shane really starts to feel it, 
you'll know, because that's when he gets in the ring and becomes ... Super Shane!" 

It's a good thing Shane doesn't reach that point often, because employing his reckless 
style on a regular basis, Super Shane could well become Stupor Shane. With seemingly no 
regard for his own well-being, Shane fearlessly utilizes an offensive repertoire that is the 
envy of men with years of training and experience. On those rare occasions when he does 
wrestle, he's one of the best there is. If he were to wrestle on a regular basis, however, he 
would not be. 

The name Shane McMahon received about a half-hour of discussion during our editors’ 
annual “PW/ 500" meeting. Based purely on the abilities he’s displayed, we agreed that 
Shane was worthy of placement within the top 40. In fairness, however, we had to factor in 
his lack of activity and also consider the very real possibility that he wouldn't be anywhere 
near as effective if he had to conserve his body for the arduous grind of a full-time wrestler’s 
schedule. 

Rather than tuck him away in a spot that would be inappropriate for a man who has 
enough going for him to risk even breaking a fingernail, we felt the best thing to do was to 
leave him off the list altogether. 

| don't think Shane will consider this a slight. In 1999, when we wanted to present him 
with the PW/ Rookie of the Year plaque, Shane declined. Not that he was ungrateful, but he 
seemed to think that the honor should go to someone who—quite frankly—cared more 
about such things. 

With all Shane has to think about these days, | don't think the “PW/ 500" is very high on 
his list. There are an awful lot of people who depend on Shane, his mother, sister, and father 
to make good decisions. As much as many people—friends, foes, fans, and journalists— 
would like to see him in the ring more often, we're all better off with him using his gray mat- 
ter than spilling it in a wrestling ring.

“Only 500?” you might be ask- 
ee ing. “You mean there are more that aren't on the list?” 

Pardon us, Managing Editor Brandi Mankiewicz is laughing too loud for us to concentrate. Shhh. 

Why, yes, there are quite a bit more than 500, Maybe twice that many. The “PV/ 500" is not an exhaus- 
tive ranking of every wrestier in the sport (exhausting, maybe, but not exhaustive). It might have been when 
we first started this tradition more than a decade ago, but certainly no longer. Being ranked number 500 used 
to be a dubious distinction. Not anymore. The wrestler who holds the spot is the envy of every one that failed 
to make the list 

ls the talent better than it was 10 years ago? That could figure into the equation. But more significantly, 
the consolidation of wrestling's Big Three has opened up avenues for independent promotions both in terms of 
operating room and the availability of talent with top-of-the-card drawing power. Consequently, more 
wrestlers are getting an opportunity, which means more wrestlers are getting an opportunity to shine, 

The criteria for making the list, while definitive at first glance, leaves an incredible amount of room for 
interpretation. All of the following are considered. 

«Won-loss record 

«Technical ability 

«/mpact on the sport 

«Success against the highest grade of competition 

*Success against the most diverse competition 

*Activity 

One of the common misconceptions is that the “Pi 500° is a ranking for the calendar year January 
through December. It is not. The “grading period” runs from August 2000 through August 2001, While this is 
fortuitous for the many of the WCW wrestlers who have seen very littie action since the company’s last show 
on March 26, the amount of matches a wrestler had during the 12-month period Is given strong consideration. 

A wrestler who has lost significant time due to injury can either be dropped off the list entirely (in which 
case he will be listed in “Farewell To The 500" with a disabled list—DL—designation) or placed in what 
might appear to be an inappropriate spot, |.e. Rob Van Dam (for the second straight year) at 59. 

So, as it tums out, there really is very little to explain. Most of you are veterans to the “500.” You know 
that while the editors put their hearts and souls into its creation, we don't claim it's infallible, People will be 
ranked where they shouldn't and some who belong on this list will be left off entirety. We're human. We make 
mistakes, And while there will be 500 broken hearts among those who fail to make the grade, there is next 
year to look forward to. After 11 years, that much we can quarantee.

VER SINCE HE started wrestling, Kurt Angla has been a winner. At 

Mount Lebanon High School in Pennsylvania, he won a Junior 

Nationals title. At Clarion University, he captured two NCAA heavy- 

weight championships, But as almost all of us know, the highlight 
of his amateur career came in the summer of 1996, when he won a gold 
medal at the Olympics in Atlanta. His emotional postmatch celebration, dur- 
ing which tears poured forth as The Star Spangled Banner played, captured 
the heart of a nation. 

Just a few months ago, he was inducted into the National Wrestling 
Hall of Fame, an honor that even he couldn't quite fathom, despite his vast 
array of accomplishments, 

50 it should really come as no surprise that within his first two years in 
the WWF, he is one of the federation’s top stars and the number-one man 
in the 2001 “PWV 500." Angie's rise to the top of the pro wrestling world 
didn't start just two years ago, though. Vince McMahon saw that Angle had 
a natural, innate ability for the sport, so he gave the rookie room to grow. 
He gave him many months to improve and get comfortable performing in 
front of a live crowd in the WWF's developmental territory in Memphis. 
Angle slowly but steadily improved in Memphis, in dark matches at WWF 
TV tapings, and at the occasional WWF arena card before finally getting 
called up. 

Then, instead of forcing him into a fan favorite role, which would have 
been very easy given his Olympic success, the WWF used Angle's all- 
American charm as the catalyst that would drive WWF fans to /oathe him. 
That was smart thinking. As a heel, Angle was allowed to experiment and 
grow. He didn't have to worry about winning the fans over, a burden that 











can often kill a young professional wrestler's 
career. Instead, Angle was allowed to blossom 
at his own pace—which was much a faster 
pace than anyone had previously thought possi- 
ble. By hiding behind his smart-alecky remarks, 
his gold medals, and his three “I's"—intensity, 
intelligence, and integrity—Angle got all of us to 
hate him for no other reason than he was the 
antithesis of what he should have been, 

Of course, the WWF's plan worked. After a 
year in the federation, Angle had become one ol 
the most reviled and most successful WWF 
rookies ever. His second year in the federation, 
though, would impress us even more. | J 

As we left him this time last year, Angle was bi 
in the midst of a feud with Triple-H over = = 
Helmsley's wife, the lovely Stephanie McMahon-Helmsiey. It was this feud that 
propelled Angle from a funny novelty act to a legitimate WWF main-eventer. His 
courting of Stephanie was priceless in its humor. He claimed he only wanted 
Stephanie's (riendship, but everyone, including Triple-H, knew better. An eventu- 
al kiss between the two led to Angle taking on Triple-H in a no-holds-barred 
match at Unforgiven. Late in the match, Helmsley demanded that Stephanie 
choose between the two men in her life. She chose her husband and delivered a 
low blow to her “friend.” Hunter quickly capitalized by finishing Angle off with a 
pedigree.

Instead, he was on top of Kurt's brother, Eric, After 
Hebner stopped his count, Kurt slipped back out from under the ring and quickly 
rolled up “The American Badass” for the win 

Funny stuff (as was Kurt's explanation that Eric was only there to help him 
celebrate a certain victory), but a win like that doesn't necessarily add to a 
wrestler’s momentum. Unlike Triple-H's strong WWF World championship run 
that ended about a year-and-a-half ago, Angle's cheating ways werent helping 
his marketability or his credibility. Yes, Helmsley cheated his way to the top, too. 
But when Helmsley cheated, he didn't just cheat. He damn near committed 
felonies. If Trple-H thought he needed to break the rules to win a match, out 
came his trusty sledgehammer. 

At least that kind of heinous tactic commands a bizarre, fearful respect from 
the fans and the boys in the back. Angle, on the other hand, was largely seen as 
a comedy champion during much of his reign. In fact, for a while there, it 
seemed as if the WWF World champion was just an elevated mid-carder. 

That should never be the case, but it was—at least in the eyes of 
many WWF fans. 

Angle did have his highlights as WWF champion. He successfully 
retained his title at Armageddon, beating The Rock, Triple-H, The 
Undertaker, “Stone-Cold” Steve Austin, and Rikishi in a brutal six-way 
“Hell in A Cell” match. Despite what you'll hear and read elsewhere, that 
win didn't come about because of a fluke. Angle won that match 
because of his in-ring savvy. Was it Angle's fault that Triple-H couldn't 
capitalize on his pedigree of The Rock? No, it was Austin’s. After Austin 
broke up Triple-H's pin attempt, Triple-H and Austin got into it as The 
Rock lay unconscious on the mat. All Angle did was take advantage of 
the situation by draping his arm over The Rock's body to score the pin- 
fall. That's smart wrestling, if not strong wrestling. 

Unfortunately, fans and many of his opponents didn't quite see it 
that way. He was a star, no doubt about it. But in spite of all the gold 
around his waist and neck, Angle's success wes still regarded as fluke 
by a wide margin of people. Surprisingly, it wasn't until he lost the WWF | 
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title to The Rock at No Way Out that he truly started to gain a reputation as a 
wrestlers wrestler. 

Having added the dangerous anklelock submission hold to his repertoire, 
Angle entered No Way Out ready to go on and face “Stone-Cold” Steve Austin at

A few weeks after that loss, Angle flat-out freaked. Dugg’ Too Coors pre- 
match dance ritual, Angle ran into the ring, tossed Grandmaster Sexay to the 
floor, and wrapped Scotty Too Hotty in the anklelock, breaking the youngster's 
ankle, Later that night, Angle revealed to Kevin Kelly that the sound of hearing 
Scotty's leg break actually pleased him because It put the rest of the WWF locker 
room on alert. 

All of a sudden, dorky Kurt Angle, stripped of his WWF title, had become 
dangerous Kurt Angle, 

By following up with attacks on The Rock and, of all people, Debra, Angle 
solidified his reputation as the WWF's newest bad boy. A series of three pay-per- 
view matches against pro wrestling’s premier mat wrestler, Chris Benoit, allowed 
Angle to display his technical excellence to its greatest extent. King of the Ring 
came next, and the three matches he wrestled that night showed us all how ver- 
sdlile and tough he had become. A KOTR semifinal match against Christian came 
first. Thanks to the startling interference of rival and opponent-to-be Shane 
McMahon, Angle closed out that match at about the eight-minute mark. Next, 
Angle met Edge in the King of the Ring finals. Shane O'Mac interfered in that 
match as well, this time costing Angle the match and his second consecutive 
King of the Ring title 10 minutes in. What followed next was barbarous: a 26- 
minute streetfight with Shane O'Mac. 

McMahon thought he was smart. By helping Angle in his match against 
Christian, McMahon guaranteed Angle a second exhausting match in the KOTR 
finals before they'd meet later in the streetfight. What Shane O'Mac wasn't bank-

ing on, however, was Angle's overall conditioning and relentless savageness 
Even though he had wrestled for nearly 20 minutes earlier in the night, Angle 
showed no signs of fatigue. And when the Olympian suplexed Shane O’Mac into 
a pane of glass, then threw him through a second pane after repeated suplex 
attempts failed to shatter the glass, it became apparent that Angle had left the 
world of amateur wrestling behind him for good, It also represented the end of 
dorky ol’ Kurt—or at least it should have. 

The match with Shane physically exhausted Angle. In fact, after the match 
was Over, it was originally thought that Angle had broken his tailbone. 
Fortunately, he hadn't. He did, however, sustain a deep bruise and a concussion 
that was received in his match against Christian, 

Sadly, after his best WWF performance to date, the hardcore Olympic 
wrestler persona was put on hold so the dork could return and become buddy- 
buddy with Austin and Vince McMahon, 

lt was an odd pairing, the threesome of Angle, Austin, and McMahon, They 
sure did like sharing their laughs and hugs. Angle even became Austin’s little pal, 
Gilligan to Austin’s Skipper. At the Invasion pay-per-view, however, the truth 
came out. Austin turned against his WWF family and took the WWF World title 
with him to the WCW/ECW Alliance because he was jealous of the relationship 
Angle had developed with Vince. One week later, with The Rock still absent from 
WWF programming, Angle took hold of the federation’s leadership position and 
defeated Booker T for the WCW World title

While I'd love for someone else to handle the list, | doubt anyone else 


could do a better job. | was handed this monstrosity in 1995, just months after 
Starting here, and I've been saddled with it ever since. Six long years of 





absolute hell. Six years of no summer vacations. Six years of 


spending my summers working 12-hour days and still barely 


7 making my deadlines. Six years of tweaking this process into a 


finely tuned procedure, Six years of turning it into the most com- 
prehensive ranking of professional wrestlers in the world. Sure, it 


i =was a big deal before, but now it's even more extensive. The bios 


are more in-depth, the photos are better, and there's a greater 
representation of wrestlers from around the world. You can thank 
me for this by sending flowers, food, and cards to my office. 

Of course, none of this would be possible without some help 
from PWI's writers and correspondents, and from the promo- 
tions themselves. We even rely upon many of the promotions to 
supply us with information about their top wrestlers. This some- 
times doesn't happen, though, so we wind up with wrestlers 
screaming at us when they discover they're not listed. When | 
encounter a screamer, my first line to him is, “Well, did you per- 


} sonally send in your information or did you rely upon a promoter 


to send it in for you?” 

The moral of this story is that if a wrestler really wants to be 
considered for the list, the onus is on him to make sure the cor- 
rect information gets to our office. With more than 800 indepen- 
dent wrestlers sending in their information this year, | had better 
things to do than worry about the few who didn't send in their 
stuff. And before these wrestlers start bellyaching about not being 
ranked, they really should complain to the person who never sent 


| in their information in the first place. Oh, walt, that would be the 
») wrestlers themselves. 


That brings me to another subject: Just because we get your 
information doesn't mean we're going to rank you. Now more 


My 6than ever, it’s harder to break into this list. There are so many

Every time | see one of these teenage aerialists flying around like a freak 
ina circus, | am just reminded of where they want to go and the harsh reality 
of what will happen to them. Remember, the WWF just released several of 
the best high-flying cruiserweights you'll ever see from their developmental 
contracts. Why? Because they couldn't bulk up and there was nothing really 
for them in the WWF at their size. The other reality is that | don't think three- 
quarters of these kids would last a week on Tough Enough. | think having 
Tazz scream down their throats or having Tori quietly yet strongly suggest 
that they suck would shatter the typical egotistical independent wrestler's 
vision of himself, 

If you don’t believe me that the WWF is looking for its next batch of super- 
stars to be of ample size, then just peruse the “500” in search of the WWF 
developmentals. Everyone from Ekmo and Kimo to Rico Constantino is bigger 
(han your average indy wrestler. It’s just something to keep in mind when look- 
ing through the unsigned masses. Are there any independent wrestlers who 
could really make it in the big league?

It wasn't going to be a WCW wrestler, All the big names 
from that company had at least a three-month period of inactivity 
this year, Had something to do with the company shutting down and being 
sold at about the cost of one guaranteed long-term Bill Goldberg contract. No 
matter how well Booker T and Scott Steiner did the rest of the year, we 
couldn't give either the top spot given they had three months off. 

Wasn't going to be an ECW wrestler. ECW was on life support by January. 





seems like every WWF wrestler got banged up this year, 
including our number-one man, Kurt Angle. Competition for 
that top spot would have been even tougher had the injury 
bug (and Hollywood) not robbed the WWF of some of its 
most important talent. 
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Also wasn't going to be a Japanese or Mexican wrestler. You know the 
deal on that. If they won't come to America to challenge our best, they're 
probably not going to be number one, 

So it was WWF all the way. First step after establishing that not-so-hard- 
to-establish fact was to make a list of all the guys in or close to that loosely 
defined group known as the top tier. 

Easy enough so far 

Next step was to eliminate guys who missed a significant period of time 

due to injury or some other reason. 

And that left us with three. 

Kurt Angle. Chris Jericho. The Undertaker, 

I'd love to see Jericho get a real chance to main-event, but the 
WWF seems unwilling to give him an extended run at the top of the 
card. A terrific all-around talent, but not a number one this year. And 
The Undertaker doesn't seem to fit that bill, either. It's a tribute to 
the man’s courage, character, and perseverance that he's still sucha 
force in the WWF.

BENOIT. | was all set to lead the Benoit charge at this 
year's “500” meeting ... until he went down with serious neck/spinal 
problems. How good is Benoit? Despite what you may have heard, 
he didn't really hurt his neck and spine at King of the Ring. He mere- 
ly aggravated existing injuries. He'd been ina lot of pain for at least a 
lew weeks before that event. Yet you couldn't really tell from his in- 
ring performances. 

SIEVE AUSTIN. He might have had my vote had he not been 
injured at King of the Ring in late-June. He took most of the next 
| month off from wrestling to let his injuries heal and was still banged 
up after Invasion in July. Keeping in mind he didn’t wrestle at all 
from August 1 until October 22 of last year (almost the entire first 
Ihree months of the “500” grading period), we put him at number 
two. 
TRE ROGK. Hollywood commitments kept him away for nearly 
four full months, He may have been a bit fortunate to be ranked as 
high (14) as he was. 

50 was it Angle by default this year? No. I'd say it was more a 
case of him doing more than his share—including working through 
injuries himseli—to make up for the absences of other stars. Con- 

sider this a small reward for his efforts. | just hope the WWF realizes 
| how Valuable he ts. CJ 
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ILLY FIVES, JUDAS YOUNG, and Bill Mudd were among those 
delighted to be included in the “PW/ 500" for the first time. Danger 
Boy Alfredo, Wolverine, and Marc the Grizzly were probably 

shocked to discover they weren't included, despite being ranked for the past 

several years. 

Never breaking into the “PW/ 500" is a fact of life that some wrestlers 
have come to accept. They send their information, along with an urgent 
plea, to Brandi Mankiewicz and hope for the best, They run to their local 
newsstands every October and flip through the “PW/ 500" issue. They run 
their index fingers along the alphabetical listing of names until the cold real- 
ization hits: They've been omitted from the “500.” 

No need to buy a copy for their relatives. No bragging rights in the lock- 
er room this year 

| feel sorry for these guys. | don’t like promoters or 
wrestlers to waste their time writing bios that won't be 
printed. Although | am removed from the decision-making 
process, | am responsible for inputting most of the bios. | | 
see the huge number that aren't included. | see the dreams | 
of enthusiastic rookies and struggling veterans, all realizing 
that a decent ranking could give them a career boost. 

Consider the wrestlers who received the number-500 
ranking prior to 1999: Chip Fairway, Joe Rules, Baby Huey, 
Kevin Kirby, Donn E. Allen, Garbage Man, Morgus the 
Maniac, and Zeus. With the exception of Garbage Man (who 
had a decent run in the WWF as Duke Droese), the infa- 
mous “Number 500 Club” consisted of gimmick wrestlers 
or those who really didnt have much of a future. They were, 
as Brandi calls them, “bottom feeders.” 

That isn’t the case anymore. Today, we receive approxi- 
mately 1,000 submissions. The industry has grown so 
much that someone listed at number 500 is likely to be a 
rising star rather than a joke wrestler. Our most recent in- fa 
Guctees into the “Number 500 Glub"—Pepper Parks, The 
California Kid, and Vincent Goodnite—prove that point. This 
is why those blowhards who write “rank me in the top 100 | 
or not at all” make me laugh. 

Does the continuing growth of the industry explain why so 
many Stars are included in our “Farewell To The 500” list? Not 
entirely. Former wrestling hotbeds aren't so hot anymore, and 
other upstart organizations are becoming regional power- 
houses. 

The Garolinas, once the mast dynamic indy region, are 
home to fewer promotions than before. Most of the lop stars 
are divided between Southemn Championship Wrestling and the 
Allied Independent Wrestling Federation. Maryland Champ- 
lonship Wrestling has emerged as another East Coast force, in 
addition to Delaware's East Coast Wrestling Association. The 
West Coast is home to All Pro Wrestling, Ultimate Pro Wres- 
tling, and Xtreme Pro Wrestling. The Heartland Wrestling As- 
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sociation and Ohio Valley Wrestling are among the major indies in between. 

There appears to be less parity among the various promotions. “A-qual- 
ity” and “B-quality” independent circuits are emerging. NWA Wildside is “A- 
quality.” The Old School Wrestling Federation is “B-quality,” 

UPW, OVW, and the HWA have benefited greatly as WWF developmen- 
tal territories. And the influx of UPW and Ohio Valley developmental trainees 
into the “500” has forced us to rank wrestlers in smaller promotions—such 
as Northern Championship Wrestling and the Rhode Island Wrestling Al- 
liance—lower than usual or be knocked out completely. 

Here's my advice to the disenchanted wrestlers not included in the “500”: 
Don't take your omission personally and do try again next year. Besides, if 
you make it, you'll know you really made it. 8

He left because 
legitimizing his name in mainstream Hollywood ts of top pri- 
ority to the federation. And he had a superb year in the ning, 
too. 
He didn't abandon ship. PW! abandoned him. 
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Ss FAR AS the selection of Kurt Angle as number one in this year's 

"S00" goes, you're not going to get an argument out of me, I'd say he 

wrapped up that honor back at the Royal Rumble when he played “The 
Game” and still came away the WWF World champion. And don't forget that 
"Hell In A Gell” war last year in which no one—not Kane, not Undertaker, not

Yes, he's had a good year, and I'm glad, ] 
but he doesnt deserve to be number four—espe- 
clally if The Rock (long layoff or no long layoff) is 
number 14 and Yoshihiro Tajiri (whose style bears 
a Striking resemblance to Muto in his prime) is 
number 27 

scott Steiner is an incredible physical speci- 
men, but he's been MIA since March, and even 
back then, he seemed to be sleepwalking (maybe 
hobbling is a better word) through his WCW title & 
reign. A freak win over Sid Vicious and the fact that 
he barely held on to the WCW title during its dying 
days is hardly enough to justify his ranking.
